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DR.  R.  A.  RAMSAY,  FORMER  TICK  ERADICATION  CHIEF,  DIES 

Dr.  R.  A.  Ramsay,  chief  of  the  Tick  Eradication  Division  of  the  Bureau  during 
the  period  1917-32,  died  November  5,  1944,  at  his  home  in  Takoma  Park,  Md.,  a 
suburb  of  Washington,  D.  C.  He  was  83  years  old.  Dr.  Ramsay  graduated  from 
the  McGill  School  of  Comparative  Medicine,  Montreal,  in  1892  with  the  degree 
of  D.  V.  S. 

He  entered  the  Bureau  of  Animal  Industry  in  1899,  engaging  principally  in 
directing  cattle  and  sheep  scabies  eradication  in  the  central  and  nortwestern 
States.  In  1907  he  was  assigned  to  administrative  duties  in  Washington,  D.  C, 
which  he  performed  with  distinction.  The  15-year  period  during  which  he 
directed  cattle-tick  eradication  was  an  unusually  active  one,  both  in  volume 
of  dipping  operations  and  the  frequent  need  to  overcome  misguided  local  opposition. 

Since  his  retirement,  June  30,  1932,  Dr.  Ramsay  has  witnessed,  with  satisfaction, 
the  further  progress  of  tick  eradication  to  practical  completion.
